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Have you realized how late spring is 
this year? Did you know the N.S.S.'ters 
are about to help it along on Feb. 23? 
They'll be good little wood elves see- 
ing to it that plants growin a’certain 
very bare hill place that longs to be 
as richly clac as all the other hills 
and knolls.* Of course wise planting 
elves know that trowels, big and -lit- 
tle, gunny sacks and string are as nec- 
essary as willing hands clad in stout 
cloves. Buckets and canteens will help 
water the plants if a rain does not 
happen. by at the ri-ht moment, 

Planting elves also need to know that 
roots dislike being disturbed any more 
than is necessary even in winter, 
Plants: should be handled with as many 
roots intact and as much earth around 
them as possible. Dig down all sround 
the plants first before trying to lift 
them, so they, will come up with a "ball" 
of earth around them. In replanting 
them dig a hole larger than the ball 
or roots; if possible put in- some good 
topsoil and leaf mold. Do not "squash" 
the ball to make it fit a hole, or if 
roots are bare do not curl them up. 

How would you like to be made to live 
all curled up in-a box that was way too 
small with only your head stuck out? 
In filling the:hole leave the earth 
around the plant depressed like a lit- 
tle basin so that it will hold all-the 
water it can to become established.
